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Tells Local Masons About Early 
History Upon Which Masonic 
Fraternity Was Built 


At the last m eeting of the Palm 
Springs Masonic Luncheon Club the 
address was made by Dr. John Robert­ 
son M acartney, pastor of the 
Palm 
Springs Community church, and 
a 
m em ber of the club. 
In the address 
he brought forth m any things of in­ 
tere st to Masons and all students of 
history and Biblical affairs. 
Dr. and Mrs. M acartney visited the 
Holy Land last sum m er and inspected 
the ruins of King Solom on’s Temple. 
He was therefore In position to tell 
the M asons very 
m any 
interesting 
things relative to the early history of 
the happenings upon which the world­ 
wide Masonic fratern ity was establish­ 
ed. 
T racing the story of the site upon 
w hich iving Solomon built his tem ple, 
the speaker said the site of the tem ple 
is m entioned frequently in the Bible. 
It was here that A braham offered up 
Isaac in obedience to the command of 
the A lm ighty, who w anted to test his 
faith. 
T aking the lad and wood for 
the sacrifice, an a lta r w as built, wood 
laid thereon and A braham stretched 
forth his hand, w hen the Lord inter­ 
vened. stayed his hand and 
pointed 
him to a ram caught in the thicket by 
its horns, and available for sacrifice. 
L ater on the Jebusites occupied this 
place and built a fo rtress there. This 
w as captured by K ing David, and was 
nam ed th e city of David and later 
Jerusalem . 
Up to th at tim e th e tabernacle, a 
m ovable house of w orship m ade 
of 
ten ts, poles, etc., w as the only relig­ 
ious edifice among the Hebrews. 
David had built palaces of 
great 
splendor. 
Realizing th at it w as inap­ 
propriate th at he should dwell in pal­ 
aces, w hile Jehovah had only a tent 
for his abode, David set to work to 
build a tem ple. 
He negotiated with H iram King of 
T yre for tim ber from the cedars 
of 
Lebanon, which w ere cut and hauled 
to th e sea off the Syrian coast, float­ 
ed down to Joppa, thence transported 
to Jerusalem and saw ed by hand into 
suitable tim bers. 
H ow ever, while these m aterials of 
gold and silver and tim ber w ere being 
assem bled. The Alm ighty told David 
th at because he w as a m an of war 
and a m an of blood he should not be 
perm itted to build th e tem ple but that 
his son Solomon should do so. 
T he plans and specifications were 
given by Alm ighty God, and 
when 
Solomon ascended th e throne he pro­ 
ceeded to erect th at gorgeous tem ple, 
the joy of the whole earth, whose 
splendor reached the ears of foreign 
m onarclis, 
such 
as 
the 
Queen 
of 
Sheba, who came from afar, and after 
she had seen it all, th e glory of King 
Solom on’s 
kingdom, 
said, 
"I 
have 
heard of thee by the hearing of the 
ear, b u t now mine eye seeth thee. The 
half has not been told.” 
An interesting observation is record­ 
ed th a t “The house when it was build­ 
ing, w as built of stone m ade ready be- 
bore it was brought th ith e r; so that 
there w as neither ham m er nor axe 
nor any tool of iron 
heard 
in 
the 
house, w hile it w as in building.” 
Ju st outside the w alls of Jerusalem , 
one en ters what looks like a cave, 
leading back under th e city and ex­ 
panding to great area. 
It is carved 


out of w hite lim estone, slightly pink, 
and known as Solomon’s quarries. Pil­ 
lars and suppports were left here, and 
there, as in coal mines and on th e 
ledges. 
One sees the smoked places 
where the torches or candles used by 
the quarrym en, were placed. 
E nor­ 
mous heaps of chips of stones rem ain, 
and in m any places, partly cut col­ 
um ns and pillars. 
Grooves were cut 
with a sharp tool, which were filled 
with wooden wedges, and then w ater 
applied, and the swelling thereof, rent 
the rock from its native bed, 
and 
down there in the depths beneath the 
city the stones were cut and shaped, 
according to the plans draw n up on 
the tressel board of Hiram Abiff, one 
of the chief artificers, whose specialty 
w as “working with gold and silver 
and tim ber.” 
These stones were then brought to 
the tem ple area, on the sam e spot 011 
which A braham had offered Isaac and 
which later had been the fortress of 
the Jebusites and still later was cap­ 
tured by King David. 
W ithout sound of chisel or 
loud 
noise of ham m er the stately edifice 
rose to greet the m orning sun. a tiling 
of beauty and grandeur beyond com ­ 
pare. 
The tem ple area rem ains to this day. 
Enorm ous stones have been built up 
from the valley on two sides and a 
leveled area 
of several 
acres was 
formed. B eneath part of it were Solo­ 
m on’s stables w here he kept 
great 
num bers of A rabian horses. 
On this 
area not only was the tem ple built 
but other edifices in connection w ith 
the w orship of Almighty God. 
T hat first tem ple stood until 606 
13. C., when N ebuchadnezzar, king of 
Babylon, captured the city and 
de­ 
stroyed it and the temple and carried 
aw ay the inhabitants to Babylon, ex­ 
cept a few left to keep the land from 
reverting to wilderness. He took w ith 
him the golden vessels and all 
the 
gold that had been used in construct­ 
ing the tem ple. 
Seventy years later a rem nant 
re ­ 
turned under Nehemiah and Zerub- 
babel and Ezra and a second tem ple 
was built of less m agnificence. 
So 
th at some who were young persons at 
the tim e of the captivity and had seen 
the first tem ple, wept when they saw 
the second one so much less grand in 
appearance. 
In due time this tem ple 
also was destroyed during the interval 
of 400 years betw een the close of the 
Old T estam ent and the opening of the 
New, and about B. C. 19 Herod the 
G reat set about the rebuilding of the 
tem ple. 
The Jew s in C hrist's tim e 
said the tem ple had, been forty and 
six years in building, then, and it was 
to be over th irty years m ore in build­ 
ing, for th e construction w as not end­ 
ed until the tim e of the procurator 
Albinus in 62-64 A.D. 
H erod's real m otive was to erect a 
lasting m em orial to himself, 
rath er 
than to prom ote the religious w elfare 
of the nation. 
T his was th e tem ple 
in which our Saviour figured, being 
presented th ere when a child, sitting 
am id the w ise m en at the age of 12 
and later driving out the grafters and 
m oney changers with a whip of cords. 
The Jew s rebelled against their Ro­ 
m an overlords and rulers and Titus 
the Rom an w as sent at the head of a

great arm y to punish the people. 
He 
laid siege to Jerusalem and in 70 A.D. 
took the city and wiped it off the map, 
leaving only a portion of the tow er 
of David, as a memorial that 
once 
there had been a city there and also 
of his prow ess as a conqueror. 
Since that day the Jew s have had 
no hom e; th ey are a people of the 
roving foot. 
Several millions are said 
to have been put to death and the 
rest carried aw ay into slavery. 
Only w ithin recent years or since 
the Balfour D eclaration have they be­ 
gun to return to Palestine in any con­ 
siderable num bers. T heir return is the 
dawning of a better day for th at an­ 
cient land. W e found their verdant 
colonies everyw here, blossoming like 
the rose. The sullen Arabs who claim 
that they and not the Jew are 
the 
rightful inheritors of the Holy Land, 
are m aking much trouble a t present, 
the outcom e of which 
110 
one 
can 
prophesy. 
W e were glad to get out 1 
of there last sum m er ju st before the 
shooting began. 
The Mosque of Omar, said to be the i 
most beautiful building in all the Near 
East, now surm ounts 
that 
a n c ie n t1 
‘dome of the rock.” 
It is an octagon ¡ 
edifice, beneath the dome of 
which 
jut up the original rock with the his­ 
tory which we have narrated. 
Outside the walls of Jerusalem new 
suburbs composed of splendid build­ 
ings. hospitals, universities, schools, 
as well as thousands of m odern homes, 
built of that sam e white 
lim estone 
have arisen. 
This city of the Great 
King today is a beautiful thing to look 
upon. 
According to the prophecies of the 
Bible it yet will play the leading role 
of all the cities of th e world in the 
unfolding of future events. 
Another H ebrew edifice is yet to be 
built upon th a t sacred spot. 
And 
finally when tiie Son of God retu rn s 
a second tim e to this earth Jerusalem 
will again be the city of the G reat 
King, according to the prom ise m ade 


to Isaiah, long ago. 
"H is name shall 
be called wonderful, counsellor, 
the 
M ighty God, the Everlasting Father, 
th e P rince of Peace, of the increase 
of his government and of peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne of 
David and upon his kingdom to or­ 
d er it and to establish it with judg­ 
m ent and with justice from hence­ 
forth 
even 
forevermore. 
The zeal 
(or determ ination) of the Lord 
of 
hosts will perform th is.”

Over the same period, taxes assignable to operations in­ 
creased 46.81 per cent and 14.08 per cent respectively. 
In fact, 
the increase in 1937 taxes over 1932, if applied to present Com­ 
pany pay roll would permit a 10 per cent increase in wages to 
every present employee, or would provide employment to 121 
new people, which would represent a substantial contribution 
toward the unemployment problem. 
Despite these reductions in percentage of revenue, the pay 
roll for 1937 was substantially higher, by 37 per cent and 27 
per cent respectively. 
The number of employees increased 2 1 
per cent and 17 per cent. 
This brief review of the past year and the general history’ of 
the Company is given to emphasize the fact that:

>o permitted to comment on two items 
contained in your last week's issue, 
be proposed incorporation and the 
railway up Mount San Jacinto. 
Palm Springs does not need a city 
government, but, unless you are con­ 
tent to permit your governmental 
policies to be dictated by people resid­ 
ing many miles away and with whom 
you have little, if anything, in com­ 
mon. you do need a county govern­ 
ment with your own superior judge, 
justice of the peace, district attorney 
and sheriff. There are many counties 
in California with far less population 
and wealth than contained in Palm 
Springs. A county could he formed 
on a limited cost basis that would re­ 
duce your present taxes rather than 
increase them. The fact that an acre 
of land was included in Palm Springs 
county would add greatly to its value. 
It would he difficult to secure suf­ 
ficient capital to build a railw ay up 
Mount San Jacinto, but more costly 
roads have been built with public 
funds to places less accessible and for 
the purpose of serving a far less num­ 
ber of people than a motor road from 
Palm Springs up San Jacinto. The 
gasoline tax paid by Palm Springs 
residents would justify the allocation 
of funds from that source for the con­ 
struction of such a road. First, the 
survey, and next an appropriation for 
the construction of the road to some 
part way objective point, followed by 
annual appropriations for its con­ 
tinued construction until completion. 
Such a road would furnish Palm 
Springs residents and visitors with 
practically every type of both winter 
and summer climate. 
An ideal existence would be the 
practice of law at Palm Springs, and 
if I can reach the point where I can 
afford such a luxury, I expect to hang 


out my shingle and will endeavor to do 
my small part to aid in the com­ 
munity's progress. 
Palm Springs' 
growth has exceeded the m ost san­ 
guine hopes of its pioneers, but it has 
just started, and its possibilities are 
limited only by tlie imagination and 
industry of its citizens.

Dream of Tri-County 
Hospital Ends; Site 
Sells For $2,500 
Acreage situated live miles north of 
Beaumont, which once was purchased 
for $13.000 by Riverside, Orange and 
Imperial counties as a tuberculosis 
hospital, Monday was sold at public 
auction to Harry B. Wagoner of Paint 
Springs for $2500. 
Wagoner's offer in cash, pending 
since last May. was finally accepted 
by the board and Monday's formal pro­ 
ceedings were conducted by William 
Carlson, Riverside county purchasing 
agent. 
The action takes from the comity 
52 acres of land which has cost the 
county government a total of $12,­ 
278.64 since 1924, according to figures 
secured ftom the office of Auditor Ray 
Hicks. 
Original plan for the tri-county farm 
acreage called for a $150,000 structure 
to house the sanitarium, hut because 
of excessive cost of maintenance the 
plan was abandoned. 
In 1935 Riverside county, which or­ 
iginally held a 2S.66 per cent interest 
in the original purchase, bought out 
Imperial and Orange counties for 
$1070.10.
